BUMBLE BUG Missions were flown on 8, 10 and 14 August. The 
mission on 8 August covered targets in the Haiphong area and the missions 
on 10 and 14 August were programmed against priority targets in the Ping 
Hsiang area of South China and the northeastern part of North Vietnam.
